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Council Members 
May Vote Selves 
$25 a Meeting 

New State Laws Also 
Allow Court Appeal to 
. Up Real Estate Tax 

As of Monday, Narberth Borough 
Councilmen have been given the 
power to vote themselves a salary 
of $25 ., each for every regular 
monthly meeting. However borough 
secretary Mrs. Carl DeHaven 
Grace said this week she is sura 
council members will not take such 
action. 

. She is also certain that the coun- 
cil will not take advantage of a 
jjumber of other laws passed by the 
State Legislature to broaden pow- 
ers of local municipalities. 

These laws, all effective Monday, 
September 1, Include permitting 
council to appeal to the courts for 
permission to increase the real es- 
tate tax up to fHe mills beyond the 
present 15-mill ceiling, and also the 
setting up of a special veterans' 
housing authority to provide homes 
for World War 2 veterans with the 
authority to issue bonds to pay 
costs of construction. 

Mrs. Grace said that in view of 
the Boroites' reception of the re- 
cent school tax increase and per 
capita tax, she does not think coun- 
cil will consider a real estate tax 
increase in the near future. 

Neither does she think council 
will set up a veterans' housing au- 
thority, because, as far as she 
shows, there aren't more than two 
lots available for building in the 
borough. Besides, she' said, there is 
no drastic call for houses. 

One of the laws requiring the 
presence of the chief burgess at all 
regular meetings is virtually un- 
necessary in Narberth, as Burgess 
Richard L. Miller always does at- 
tend the meetings. 

Another new law allows newspa- 
per reporters and the general pub- 
lic to attend all meetings of local 
councils or school boards, except 
executive sessions, and forbids en-; 
' actment of ordinances, resolutions 
and other actions at secret meet- 
ings.

Narberth residents learn- 
ed there was some one who would 
listen to their complaints and who 
could pass them on to the right 
vent to the office, Council was gen- 
person.

Until 1937, Charles Nold had tak- 
en all the minutes of the meetings 
of Council, but upon his death that 
year (he was killed while fighting 
a fire in his line of duty as Bor- 
ough Fire Chief), Mrs. Grace took 
over that job , too.

She signs 
all bond issue, and takes care of 
the official records of the Borough 
The same year she began to take 
minutes of the meetings of Council 
she was made official Secretary of 
the Borough and has sole charge 
of the Borough Seal. Other duties 
include sending the Borough bud- 
get to the Department of Internal 
Revenue, keeping accounts in the 
official ledger, and seeing to it that 
the fiscal budget is prepared each 
year.

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Recently released preliminary 
figures covering the 1946 hunting 
season in Pennsylvania show a re- 
markable increase in the number of 
licenses granted and in the bag of 
large and small game brought In 
from our fields and woods last year. 
With a total of more than 850,000 
licenses issued, the fall hunting 
season has become one of the mo«t 
important periods in the year for 
acquainting the people of this and 
neighboring states with the beau- 
ties and recreational possibilities of 
our Commonwealth. 

There was never a better demon- 
stration of the value of wise con 
servation than the progress made 
by the State's Game Commission 
since the passage of the Hunters' 
License Law in 1913. At that time 
Pennsylvania's wildlife population 
was at its lowest ebb. Deer were a 
curiosity in our woods. The State 
was completely "shot out"' due to 
the invention of the pump gun and 
to the lack of any organized effort 
to provide shelter for the wild 
creatures who were once the State's 
only inhabitants. 

It was not until 1920 that the first 
State Game Lands were purchased, 
a tract of 6000 acres in Elk County. 
Today, from license fees alone, and 
at no other expense to the taxpayer

This is in addition, to the more 
than two million acre* of State and 
Federal forest land, purchased with 
tax raised fund*. 

That this has been much more j 
than a sentimental Investment, the 
State Planning Board, of the De- 
partment of Commerce, points out, 
is shown by the recent statistics 
gathered by Arthur H. Carhart In 
his "Haul of the Wild." 

Sportsmen in the United States 
are spending nearly four billion 
dollars every year for equipment, 
travel, license fees, dogs and living 
[expenses. In twelve months the 
fishermen and hunters spend a sum, 
according to Cartiart's survey, that 
is equal to about half the capital 
value of all the cattle in the nation. 
This i* big business even in these 
billion dollar days. 

The conservation of wildlife has 
done far more for us than to in- 
crease the State's tourist and recre- 
ation income. It has made thou- 
sands of visitors and hundreds ol 
thousands of our own people aware 
of the fact that the State is far 
more than just a great industrial 
center. It has revealed Pennsylva- 
nia's variety and beauty to us all. 



Police Probe 
Train Deaths 

Two Are Killed in 
West Manayunk 

Lower Merion police and Reading 
Railroad detectives are checking 
more than a score of train* to at- 
tempt to ascertain which freight 
engine was responsible for the 
death of two men near the West 
Manayunk freight station early 
Monday, 

Relatives Identified the men as 
Raymond F. Garrison, 37, of 4402 
Baker St., Manayunk, and Charles 
L. Swan, 43, of 468 Leverlngton 
Ave., Roxborough. They were pro- 
nounced dead by Dr. Anthony C. 
Messmer, Lower Merion police sur- 
geon, who said both men died of 
fractured skulls and internal injur- 
ies. 

"We checked most of the trains 
that travelled over the tracks Sun- 
day night and Monday morning, but 
could find no evidence that any of 
tbem struck the two men," Detec- 
tive Captain William Shaffer, of 
Lower Merion, said. "However, we 
have not given up and a more mi- 
nute search of engines will be made 
during the week." 

He added that a third man, found 
sleeping near the death scene, could 
offer little aid to the investigation. 
This man, who identified himself 
as William McLaughlin, 56, of Riv- 
er Rd., West Manayunk, told detec- 
tives he had th'e men to a "wine 
party" at the home of a relative on 
Saturday night Sunday morning, 
with the half-gallon wine supply 
gone, the three men went to a cut- 
rate drug store in Manayunk where 
they bought two bottles of rubbing 
alcohol. * 

McLaughlin said the three sat on 
the railroad bank drinking the 
lethal brew which they cut with 
water from a nearby spring. 

McLaughlin was released by po- 
lice Monday evening after being 
questioned.

Roy Rogers and his world's 
champion rodeo will open an eight- 
day engagement at the Arena, 45tn 
and Market Sts., on Sept. 3, and 
about that time — or even before — 
there will be plenty . of discussion 
concerning the origin of rodeo, how 
cowboy competitions begaii and 
what makes up a cowboy's "world 
series." 

There 1j no authentic history of 
the sport. From the lips of older 
cowhands and ranchers come a 
fairly accurate account of the de- 
velopment of the rodeo, which be- 
gan back in the early days of the 
West when great herds of cattle 
grazed over unfenced millions of 
acres of land. 

Cattle of one rancher strayed 
across "imaginary" boundaries and 
mingled with the cattle of another. 
Each ranch had its own registered 
brand, which was burned into the 
hide of its cattle. Twice a year. 
ranch owners brought their cow- 
boys together in one big crew • not 
only for the purpose of separating 
each owner's cattle from the other 
but to round up, brand, and cut out 
the fattest cattle for market. 

When thus thrown together, it 
was natural enough for the cow- 
hands of one ranch to banter the 
others. So it was at the close of 
these roundups that the cowboys 
would stage contests to prove their 
riding and roping abilities. The first 
planned cash prize contest was held 
at Pecos, Tex., on July 4, 1883. 

Morgan Livingston, top hand of 
the NA Ranch, wor the first prize 
in the steer roping contest and re- 
ceived $25 in cash. There will be 
$8000 for cowboys to "shoot at" dur- 
ing the Rogers Rodeo at the Arena.
